Axe the tax, 
says McNeil 


Double trouble. 

Premier wants feds to 
eliminate provincial 
portion of HST on gas 


Premier Stephen McNeil said 
Thursday he intends to ap¬ 
proach Ottawa about remov¬ 
ing Nova Scotia’s portion of 
the harmonized sales tax that 
is charged on top of the tax 
drivers pay for gas in his prov¬ 
ince. 

With the province’s regu¬ 
lated gas prices soaring, Mc¬ 
Neil said he would like to 
give consumers a break at the 
pumps but the idea needs the 
backing of the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

“We’ll need to have some 
support at the national level 
because of course it means 
forgoing some tax on their 
part as well,” McNeil said. 

McNeil said he would also 
like to see the other Mari¬ 
time provinces on board as 
that would make it easier for 
Ottawa to open up its HST 
agreements.

Progressive Conservative 
Leader Jamie Baillie said 
the province’s drivers are 
in need of relief now and 
the government should act 
immediately on a tax he 
says is “morally wrong.” 


“When they open up that 
agreement, I’m sure they’ll 
want to open it up once as op¬ 
posed to opening it up three 
different times,” he said. 

McNeil said while his gov¬ 
ernment could use the rev¬ 
enue, he believes the tax on 
tax is unfair to consumers. 

However, Finance Minister 
Diana Whalen said any HST 
savings could only be realized 
when the government tables 
a balanced budget, expected 
within three to four years. 

“It would be really ir¬ 
responsible to start rebating 
taxes or changing our tax sys¬ 
tem in a way that would just 
put us deeper in a hole,” said 
Whalen.

An industry expert says a 
“witch’s brew” of factors 
combined to push gas prices 
to a new post-regulation rec¬ 
ord high this week. 

“There’s a number of 
things that are conspir¬ 
ing to be almost a perfect 
storm,” said Wilsons Fuel 
vice-president Dave Collins 
Thursday. 

The highest price for regu¬ 
lar self-serve in Halifax since 
regulation was implemented 
in 2006 was $1,454, set in 
April 2012. 

On Friday, the new regu¬ 
lated price in Halifax was set 
at $1,456. 

Collins said the increase 
is partly due to a weak Can¬ 
adian dollar and partly due to 
the changeover from winter- 
to summer-formula gasoline, 
which represents a four-cent- 
per-litre price differential. 

It’s also largely a result of 
what’s becoming a familiar 
cycle: speculators going on a 
buying rampage ahead of the 
summer driving season. 

“First, there’s the seasonal 
push, demand goes up,” said 
Collins, adding that inter¬ 
national events are also a key 
factor. 


“The things they’ll look 
for are unrest, which we have 
in the Ukraine ... the ports in 
Libya are blocked and there’s 
conflict over a pipeline in 
Iraq.” 

Although crude inventor¬ 
ies in the U.S. are currently 
at the highest level since re¬ 
cord keeping began in 1982, 
Bloomberg reports that 
speculation on West Texas 
Intermediate is at the highest 
levels seen at this time of year 
since 2006. 

Collins said the frenzied 


buying drives gasoline prices 
up, prompting refiners to in¬ 
crease production. 

As prices climb, drivers 
begin to conserve fuel, lead¬ 
ing to a glut of product — and 
falling prices. 

“So basically, in the spring, 
when we’re not really driving 
that much, we’re seeing the 
spike,” said Collins. “Probably 
what you’re going to see here 
is prices drift up to $1.50 and 
be like $1.40 in the summer.” 

Gasoline futures for July 
are trading three cents lower 


than current prices. 

However frustrating the 
“speculative bulge” may be 
for motorists, Collins said 
it’s not a good reason to un¬ 
couple Canadian prices from 
the American commodities 
market. 

“If you believe that the 
higher prices mean people 
will buy smaller cars and 
drive more frugally and you 
want that to happen ... then 
the short answer is, no you 
can’t and nor do you want 
to,” he said.

The superintendant of the 
RCMP in Halifax says of all 
the strategic priorities set 
for the next year, he’s most 
excited about one that po¬ 
lice won’t own over the long 
term.

Oigan donation 
policy may 
switch to opt-out 


'Reverse onus.’ N.S. 
has amongst lowest 
numbers in Canada 


The Nova Scotia government 
is considering legislation that 
would require people to opt 
out if they don’t want their 
organs and tissues donated 
after they die, Health Minis¬ 
ter Leo Glavine says. 

Glavine said Thursday the 
government is looking at the 
possibihty of reverse onus 
legislation and wants to gauge 
pubhc opinion on a policy that 
would see organs donated un¬ 
less an individual declines. 

He said a formal process for 
asking the pubhc’s opinion will 
be rolled out, although the idea 
is stiU in the planning stages 
and there are no definite time¬ 
lines. 

He said the issue of organ 
donations has come across his 
desk on a number of occasions 
since the Liberals took oflBce

last October. Glavine said he 
knows from personal experi¬ 
ence the sensitivities that can 
arise when the idea of organ 
donation is raised by doctors. 

“In the last hours of a loved 
one’s life it is a veiy difiicult 
time if no consent has been 
given prior and also, of course, 
in accident situations,” said 
Glavine. 

Premier Stephen McNeil 
said while no decisions are im¬ 
minent he personally believes 
it’s time for Nova Scotians to 


discuss the possibihty of adopt¬ 
ing reverse onus legislation. He 
said giving notice of a person’s 
wishes well in advance is pref¬ 
erable to doing so in the final 
hours of life. 

“Whether there needs to 
be a better way, or whether it’s 
reverse onus, 1 don’t know, but 
it needs to be a conversation,” 
he said.

One year after the Rana Plaza 
garment factory collapsed in a 
pile of concrete slabs, Bangla¬ 
deshi seamstress Shefali says 
she would rather starve than 
return to factory work. 

like many survivors of the 
worst disaster the garment in- 
dustiy has ever seen, 18-year- 
old Shefah, who goes by one 
name, says she suffers from 
depression and has flashbacks 
of the catastrophe that killed 
more than 1,100 people. She 
was injured in the collapse that 
happened a year ago Thursday 
and has lingering back pain. 

“We die, we suffer, nobody 
takes care of us,” Shefali said. 

There have been some sig¬ 


nificant developments. The 
owner of the illegally con¬ 
structed Rana Plaza building 
is behind bars, pending an in¬ 
vestigation. The owners of the 
five factories operating inside 


the bunding also have been de¬ 
tained. Authorities also say they 
aim to ensure no new factor¬ 
ies are built without following 
safety regulations. 

However, many garment 


workers are skeptical that there 
will be any lasting change. 
Some of the Rana Plaza workers 
have left the garment industry. 
Others returned to a job many 
see as a way out of poverty. 


Russia annormced new militaiy 
exercises Thursday involving 
grormd and air forces near its 
border with Ukraine, in re 
sponse to a Ukrainian operation 
to drive preRussia insurgents 
out of buildings in the cormfry’s 
tumultuous east.

Putin’s main critic

A Moscow judge on Tuesday 
left open the possibility of 
jailing President Vladimir 
Putin’s main critic for years, 
a sign of Putin’s increas¬ 
ingly hard-line mle against 
opponents. 

Russian opposition 
leader Alexei Navalny was 
fined $8,400 on Tuesday 
for slandering a lawmaker. 
His second trial starts 
Thursday, and prosecutors 
are expected to ask for jail 
pending a trial. If there’s a 
guilty verdict at that trial, 
he could get a prison term. 

Navalny was nearly 
jailed last summer, when 
he was miming a high- 
profile mayoral campaign 
in Moscow, but the Kremlin 
figured then he would be 
more useful if allowed to 
mn. Putin has portrayed his 
critics as “national traitors.” 
Russians opposing his ac¬ 
tions in Ukraine have been 
compared to the Bolsheviks, 
who used Russia’s defeat 
in World War I to carry out 
their revolution in 1917. 

In July, Navalny was 
found guilty and sentenced 
to five years in prison in a 
criminal probe. After pro¬ 
tests, prosecutors petitioned 
to suspend his sentence.

Bob Kuhn, president of 
Trinity Western University, 
had made a plea to law society 
benchers (directors) Thursday 
morning, suggesting to vote 
no would be akin to “institu¬ 
tional bullying.” 

Even some of the 21 bench¬ 
ers who supported accredit¬ 
ation, took advantage of de¬

Dirty money? U.S. wants to

U.S. officials on Thursday 
sought court permission to 
seize more than $700,000

Authorities said Chun Jae

$2.1 million US, and federal 
officials seized net sale pro¬ 
ceeds of nearly $727,000 US 
that were placed in an escrow 
account, according to the for¬ 
feiture complaint.

{ ihone call to divorcee 
eads to questions 
regarding church rules 


What Pope Francis may tell 
Catholics in private tele¬ 
phone conversations doesn’t 
reflect church policy, the 
Vatican’s spokesman said 
Thursday. 

An unusual statement 
from The Rev. Federico Lom¬ 
bardi came after days of 
speculation that the pope 
wants to change Roman 
Catholic Church rules bar¬ 
ring communion for faithful 
people who remarry after get¬ 
ting divorced. 

The question arose after 
Francis reportedly called an 
Argentine woman who had 
written to him for guidance, 
saying her parish priest had 
denied her access to the sac¬ 
raments because her spouse’s 
previous marriage had not 
been annulled. 

The woman’s husband, 
Julio Sabetta, said Francis told 
his wife that she was free of 
sin and should take commun¬ 
ion anyway. 

Sabetta said he took the 


call from Argentina’s for¬ 
mer archbishop, Jorge Mario 
Bergoglio, on Monday after¬ 
noon at their home in San 
Lorenzo, in the Argentine 
province of Santa Fe. 

Sabetta said his wife, 
Jacqui Lisbona, then took the 
call and spoke directly with 
the pope. 

Word spread after Sabetta 
posted on Facebook that the 
pope had called. Then came 
news stories speculating that 
Francis will do away with the 
ban on divorcees — or even 
their spouses — accepting 
the wine and bread that rep¬ 
resents the blood and body of 
Christ, and full membership 
in the church. 

But Lombardi’s statement 
— issued in Italian, English 
and Spanish — cautioned 
that “consequences related 
to the teaching of the Church 
are not to be inferred” from 
the pope’s private conversa¬ 
tions.

Three Americans — a pedia¬

An Oregon county commis¬ 
sion has ordered an inciner¬ 
ator to stop accepting boxed 
medical waste to generate 
electricity after learning the 
waste it’s been burning may

Sam Brentano, chairman 
of the Marion County board 
of commissioners, said late 
Wednesday the board is taking 
immediate action to prohibit 
human tissue from future 
dehveries at the plant that 
has been turning waste into 
energy since 1987. 

“We provide an important 
service to the people of this 
state and it would be a travesty 
if this program is jeopardized 
due to this finding,” he said in 
a statement. 


“We thought our ordinance 
excluded this type of material 
at the waste-to-energy facil¬ 
ity.

Kristy Anderson, a Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Health Ministiy

Amid a roar of criticism. Em¬ 
ployment Minister Jason Ken¬ 
ney took action Thursday 
against the government’s scan¬ 
dal-ridden temporaiy foreign 
worker program by banning 
restaurants from accessing it. 

Kenney issued the surprise 
moratorium hours after the 
C.D. Howe Institute released 
a scathing study into the pro¬ 
gram that concluded it had 
spurred joblessness in B.C. and 
Alberta, two treasured Toiy 
strongholds. 

The smackdown to Can¬ 
adian restaurants came despite 
Kenney’s insistence in recent 
weeks that only a small num¬ 
ber of companies were abusing 
the program. 

“1 am announcing an im¬ 
mediate moratorium on the 
food services sector’s access to 
the temporaiy foreign worker 


program,” Kenney said in a 
statement. 

He added his ministry will 
not process any new or pending 
apphcations for temporaiy for¬ 
eign workers from restaurant 
operators, and any unfilled pos¬ 
itions tied to previous approval 
will be suspended. 

“This moratorium will re¬ 
main in effect until the comple¬ 
tion of the ongoing review of 
the temporaiy foreign worker 
program,” he said. 

Some stakeholders sug¬ 
gested Kenney’s latest effort 
was feeble. 

“1 don’t think he’s gone 
far enough,” said Stephen 
Himt, the Western Canada 
director for United Steel¬ 
workers. “This is just another 
Band-aid that they seem to 
want to put on this program.”

First images of ship 
wreckage released 


Sank in 1888. The 

remains of the boat are 
discovered more than 
125 years after disaster 
just inside the Golden 
Gate Bridge 


The first images of the newly 
discovered wreckage of a 
steamship that sank in San 
Francisco Bay in 1888, kill¬ 
ing 16 people, were released 
Wednesday by federal ocean 
scientists. 

The wood and iron steam¬ 
ship City of Chester went 
down on Aug. 22, 1888, after 
it was struck in dense fog by a 
larger ship. 

More than 125 years 
later, a National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
team found the shipwreck in 
217 feet of water just inside 
the Golden Gate Bridge.

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No more lazy dog-day afternoons 
for man’s best friend with Whistle 



Is your pooch getting 
a poodi? A new activity 
tracker for Fido can help 
pet parents know if their 
precious pups aren’t 
getting enough exercise 


Bad news for lazy dogs: A 
new device, called Whistle, 
lets pet owners track how 
much exercise — or sleep — 
their four-legged friends are 
getting. 

Whistle is similar to popu¬ 
lar activity trackers designed 
for humans. It wraps around 
a dog’s collar and syncs with 
a smartphone app, collecting 
data on how much activity 
and rest the pet had. 

We tried it out on a dog, 
who would much rather 
sleep under the couch than 
chase a ball. It’s no surprise 


to find out that the pup 
wasn’t getting at least 30 
minutes of movement a day. 

Whistle pushes owners to 
take their dogs out on more 
walks for longer periods. 

At $129 US, it is as pricey 
as some of the latest human 
fitness trackers from the 
likes of Fitbit and Jawbone. 

One major difference: 
Whistle syncs data to its app 
through Wi-Fi, as well as Blue¬ 
tooth. That lets you check up 
on your dogs without being 
near them, so you can track 
how much exercise your dog 
is getting when left with dog 
walkers, a doggy day care or 
family and friends. 

The Whistle app, avail¬ 
able for Apple and Android 
smartphones, is nicely de¬ 
signed. Multiple people can 
download the app and see 
the same data through the 
same account, which is great 
if others help care for your 


dog. 

The Whistle looks slick. It 
is round and is made of stain¬ 


less steel. It weighs less than 
an ounce. It is about 1.5 inch¬ 
es wide and less than half-an- 


inch thick. 

The device locks on to 
a rubber strap that is then

The Federal Communica¬ 
tions Commission in the U.S.

net rules that would allow 
Internet service providers to 
charge content companies 
for faster delivery of their 
services over the so-called 
“last mile” connection to 
people’s homes.

Revenge comedy falls 
to tired stereotypes 
on how women view

Richard: Mark, with The 
Notebook, director Nick 
Cassavetes made one of the 
most romantic movies of re¬ 
cent years. With The Other 
Woman, his pendulum 
has swung in the opposite 
direction. This is an anti¬ 
romance flick about sex, 
lies and adultery but it’s 
ripe with laughs and some 
fun performances. Mann 


goes all in as a Lucille Ball- 
on-the-verge-of-a-nervous- 
breakdown type, Diaz has 
great comic timing, and 
even Kate Upton, who will 
never be accused of giving 
Meryl Streep a run for her 
money, is charming and 
funny. It’s not Bridemaids 
funny, but 1 laughed out 
loud quite a few times. You? 

Mark: Is it possible to like 
a movie but hate its sexual 
politics? Because that’s how 
1 felt about it. 1 laughed, es¬ 
pecially when Leslie Mann 
was onscreen. This movie 
is certainly her personal 
best. She’s amazingly loose 
and funny, especially in the 
first third of the film. But 
the revenge plot against the 


cheating husband left me 
feeling queasy. He’s set up 
as such a cardboard lothario 
that he made the Kate Up¬ 
ton character look deep. 
There’s a positive male role 
model in the film, Mann’s 
brother, but he’s so ano¬ 
dyne and threatless that 1 
couldn’t take him seriously 
as a character. The movie 
is interesting as a series of 
Rorschach tests about how 
women must view men — 
either cads or eunuchs — 
but 1 had to banish these 
thoughts or 1 couldn’t enjoy 
the comedy. 

RC: 1 see what you’re saying, 
and 1 suppose the film is a 
bit mean-spirited and not 
terribly subtle in its exam¬ 


ination of the dynamics be¬ 
tween men and women, but 
it does get the girl power 
stuff right, and 1 think that’s 
more the point of the film. 
This isn’t a movie about the 
men; they are simply the 
McGuffins that forward the 
plot. This is a movie about 
female bonding rather than 
female blaming. 

MB: Anyway, at least it’s a 
good-looking movie, and 
the women’s outfits are 
chic. Don Johnson is given 
a part that’s more than 
a cameo, but less than a 
role. 1 think he could have 
been onscreen more with 
a beefed-up part. But Nicki 
Minaj, as Diaz’ assistant, 
steals every scene she’s in. 


1 thought she was a hoot. 
Richard, did the soundtrack 
bother you? Such obvious 
choices, like New York, New 
York when the husband en¬ 
ters the city, or the Mission: 
Impossible theme when the 
three women tail the hus¬ 
band to find out what he’s 
up to. 

RC: Absolutely. The sound¬ 
track is as subtle as Coster- 
Waldau’s cheesy pick-up 
lines. Five minutes in, 1 
was willing to bet Cirls Just 
Wanna Have Fun would 
play ... and 1 would have 
won that bet. 

MB: And 1 bet the women 
will cheer and the men will 
groan at this flick. 
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The sequel to The Amazing Spider-Man is gaining a lot of buzz for its bounty of baddies, and with more than 50 years of pulp-fiction history, the comic-book char¬ 
acter certainly has many to choose from.

Bacon and Egg Pie: Bake a 
different type of pastry tonight 



1 . Preheat oven to 200 C. 
Place a flat baking tray in the 
oven to heat — the pie will sit 
on this and the heat will help 
it to crisp. 

2 . Cut a piece of baking paper 
to fit a 40 X 30 cm baking dish 
or roasting pan. It should cov¬ 
er the base and reach about 
3-4 cm up the sides. Remove 
the baking paper from the 
baking dish or roasting pan 
and lay it flat on your bench. 
Dust it with a little flour and 
lay 2 pastry sheets on top. Join 
the pastry sheets by pressing 
them together firmly with 
a small overlap. Roll out the 
pastiy to cover the paper. Lift 
the paper with the pastiy and 
lay it into the baking dish or 
roasting pan (it will reach 3-4 
cm up the sides). 

3 . Sprinkle the bacon over 
the pastry. Top with the sliced 
potato and sprinkle with the 
herbs. Break 8 whole eggs 
over the top. 


4 . In a mixing bowl, lightly 
whisk the remaining 6 eggs 
with the milk, salt and pep¬ 
per. Pour this evenly over the 
whole eggs. 

5 . Roll out the remaining 
sheet of pastiy very thinly 
and cut it into narrow strips. 
Arrange the strips in a lat¬ 
tice pattern on top of the pie, 
trimming off any excess. 

6 . Place the prepared pie on 
top of the heated baking tray 
and bake for 12-15 minutes 
until the pastry is starting to 
puff and turn golden. Reduce 
the heat to 180 C and bake 
until the pastry is golden and 
cooked through on the base 
— about a further 35-40 min¬ 
utes. 

7 . Serve warm or at room 
temperature with a salad and 
pickles or chutney. It will 
keep in a covered container 
in the fridge for 2-3 days.

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Don’t fear deer: Grow colourful, 
flowering bulbs Banibi won’t eat 


Deer aren’t daffy for 
daffodils. Many spring 
bulbs make tasty meals 
for wild critters, but 
there are some kinds 
that even a hungry 
animal will pass up on 


Chomping down on a rosette 
of freshly emerging tuhp leaves 
is just the thing to drive away 
winter doldrums — for deer. 
Crocuses probably taste almost 
as good to them. 

But there’s no need for us 
humans to forsake the blos¬ 
soms of spring bulbs; there are 
plenty that don’t appeal to deer. 

Dafibdils, for example. Deer 
won’t eat them. So plant daf¬ 
fodils to your heart’s content 
without any wony that their 
tops will be chomped oflfbefore 
the flowers even unfold. 

Hyacinths also don’t par¬ 


ticularly appeal to deer. Al¬ 
though hyacinths were among 
the most fashionable flowers 
in the 18th century, they’re 
not among the most popular 
bulbs now. Perhaps it’s because 
they’re a httle stiff and formal, 
so don’t blend well with cur¬ 
rently popular naturahstic 
landscapes. StiU, if you’ve got a 
place for them, you don’t have 
to worry about deer upsetting 
your design. 

Equally deer-proof and 
more easily integrated into 
naturalistic plantings are grape 
hyacinths, or muscari. 

These tiny bulbs are im¬ 
pervious to cold, and spread to 
eventually blanket the ground 
with popsicle sticks packed 
with pure white, violet, or deep 
blue flowers. 

Many small bulbs 
are deer-proof 

Actually, once you segue over 
into the world of small bulbs, 


you open the door to a slew 
of flowers that both naturahze 
and are passed over by hungiy 
deer. Some are also the first 
harbingers of spring: Snowdrop 
and gloiy of the snow often 
bloom right through the snow, 
the former with white blos¬ 
soms, the latter in white, pink 
or blue. Each of winter acon¬ 
ite’s yellow blossoms, also ap¬ 
pearing in veiy early spring, is 
cradled in hand-shaped leaves, 
decorative in their own right 
well after the blossoms diy up. 

After this early show sub¬ 
sides, striped squill, also 
known as puschkinia, could 
share the stage with muscari, 
both blooming fairly early. 
The loose, pale blue clusters 
of striped squill won’t do for 
the garden what Darwin tulips 
do — or would do if the deer 
wouldn’t eat them — but they 
are welcome nonetheless. 

Crown imperial is a deer- 
proof bulb that could provide 
the elegance of tuhps. The 
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stalks shoot skyward two to 
three feet and then are capped 
by a tuft of leaves encircled 
below by a “crown” of down¬ 
ward-pointing red or yellow 
flowers. Crown imperial’s rela¬ 
tives, Persian lily and guinea 
hen flower, are also passed over 
by deer and are beautiful in a 
more relaxed rather than regal 
manner. 


Deer also 

don’t enjoy onions 

Even as spring rolls into sum¬ 
mer, there are colourful bulbs 
that can make deer look else¬ 
where for a meal. Flowering on¬ 
ions — alliums — fill this time 
slot, mostly appearing as pastel 
pompoms atop slender stalks. 

If you’re unfamiliar with the 
ornamental, flowering onions, 
take a look at chives when they 
come into bloom. Now imagine 
those blossoms in deep blue, or 
in pink, even yellow. And rath¬ 
er than gob-ball size clusters of 
flowers, imagine flower heads 
the size of voUeyballs, or base- 
baU-size clusters sending out 
thin streamers of male flowers 
hke fireworks. These are some 
of the variations on the basic al¬ 
bum flower theme. 

This sampling of bulbs 
shoibd be sufficient to convince 
you that deer need not reduce 
your spring landscape to a 
monochrome of green. After 
once watching deer munch 
the leaves off a friend’s garbc 
plants, I do hesitate to recom¬ 
mend any plant as completely 
deer-proof 

Still, planting the above- 
mentioned bulbs generaby 
sends out the signal: No food 
here, deer, the associated press
